1. Reference is made to the following document: 



Dl: DE 31 36 085 A 



2. None of the available prior art documents describes 
a scraper blade mounting device as per independent 
claim 1. Although the closest prior art document, 
Dl, does show a scraper blade mounting device, the 
latter has none of the features of the 
characterising portion of claim 1. 

The device as per claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 



3. The known prior art (whether Dl, which is the 

closest prior art, or the remaining search report 
citations) does not in any way prompt a person 
skilled in the art to design the device known from 
Dl as per the characterising portion of the 
corresponding claims. 

The problem of protecting a scraper blade mounting 
device from dirt is not discussed in Dl. 
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The arrangement of all moveable components of the 
retaining device on one side, that is, the 
underside, of the covering plate prevents dirt from 
entering these components- 

The aforementioned measure is therefore based on a 
consideration that is not a logical development of 
the prior art. 

The device according to claim 1 should therefore 
meet the requirements of PCT Article 33(3) since it 
is functional and can be manufactured, and is 
therefore also industrially applicable (PCT Article 
33(4) ) . 

4^ Dependent claims 2 to 15 relate to advantageous 

embodiments of the device according to claim 1 and 
therefore likewise meet the requirements of PCT 
Article 33(2), (3) and (4).
